LA FRANCE FIRE
ENGINE HAS
ARRIVED

Said To Fill Require-
ments Necessary for
Fire Fighting

The American-La France combina-
tion fire engine, chemical engine, and
hose cart, the purchase of which was
recently authorized by the city coun-
cil, arrived last week, and is being
temporarily housed in the Day and
Night Garage, pending the completion
of the new fire house, that is now in
in course of construction.

The engine is the very last word
in fire-,fighting apparatus, and com.-
bines on one truck the many pleces
of apparatus found in  any of the
larger cities. "

The engine has four large nozzles
leading from one powerful pump,
from which four streams of water
can be pumped simultaneously from
a powerful pump under the driver’s
seat, and which is operated by the
truck’s motor. In the rear of the
driver's seat is the chemical tank,
the contents of which is .used in
extinguishing incipient fires, while
the rear: end of the big red wagon
is the water hose, and on the side
the scaling ladders and hooks for

tearing down burned portions of al

building.
In addition to the above the truck
is equipped with numerous fire-fight-

|ing devices and is considered by all

who have examined it that are famil-
jar with fire engines, to exactly fill
the requirements of Torrance for
years to come.
